AT I NQU EST HELD ON TUESDAY 


After hearing the testimony of twelve witnesses, a coro­ 
ner’s jury returned a factual verdict Tuesday afternoon at an 
inquest into the death of Harold Ray Tate, 4-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles Tate, Idaville. 
The verdict placed no responsibility for the fatality stat­ 
ing that the child died from a fracture of the skull and other 
injuries received when he was struck by the auto of Emory 
Ileiges, 47, Gardners, formerly of Biglerville. The jurors said 
that it was their opinion that the child had run against the 
Ileiges machine. 
Testifying voluntarily Beiges told Dr. Edgar A. Miller, 
Gettysburg, Adams county coroner, who conducted the in­ 
quest, that he had been watching a group of children along 
the west edge of the road and did not see the Tate boy until 
the child was about two feet from the front of his car, run­ 
ning to join his brothers and sisters at the other side of the 
road. 
The inquest was held at the scene of the accident, a few 
hundred feet east of Idaville, on the Gettysburg road.

P EOPLE are the most interesting topic in the world. The stories of men 
and women who have helped to enrich life, if told accurately, arc 
lu r m ore fascinating th an any fiction, no m atter how imaginative or 
stirrin g . 
T he late Dr. Frank Crane was once asked by an editor of a magazine 
to contribute an article to it on the moot interesting hum an being th a t he 
had ever known -and he sent in an article about himself! 
After all, who Is more interesting than oneself? We know more about 
ourselves th an anyone else and therefore are able to tell more interesting 
and true things about ourself th an about anyone else. 
T he really true and exact story of the commonest of men would be 
good and interesting reading for anyone, did th a t one tell the tru th about 
him self in a frank and sincere m anner. All men and women are interest­ 
ing and have traits and thoughts uniquely their own. A m an can always 
tell things about himself that no one else could. ThatJ is why an autobi­ 
ography is m ore to be desired th an a biography which is w hat someone 
else im agines or thinks about us, n ot w hat we really are. 
I would rath er hear tile story of a m an’s life from his own lips or 
pen th a n from his nearest and dearest friend, or interested person. 
T he fact is th at people do not like to tell the truth about themselves. 
They dislike revealing their inm ost thoughts, desires, dream s and strug­ 
gles. 
The great poet or artist lives and carries on in his work only as he has 
been able to m ake his admirers feel himself. The w riter who will accom­ 
plish this feat in the story of his own life will produce a work of genius. 
T he reason why so fewr write their own life stories is th a t few can make 
up their m ind to do so. They hold th a t som ething about themselves as a 
thing sacred and secure. A kind of hidden shrine.
